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THERE IS A BRIGHTER SIDE 


Announcement that Quick Decline has been found in Kern county, 
adjacent to the Tulare county line, came as a jolt to citrus growers 
north of the Tehachapis, for this is the first infestation reported out- 
side southern California. 

But, in spite of the seriousness of the situation, there are a num- 
ber ‘of encouraging factors involved, and it appears quite likely that 
there is no threat to other citrus acreage. 

The Quick Decline disease in Kern county has been found only , 
in top-worked trees, and so far, none of these trees have died, indicat- 
ing that the disease was, and is, present in the budwood that was 
brought in from another area — which means the disease is man- 
created, not virus-created. It may well be that it exists only in the * 
actual wood brought from the outside and can therefore be easily 
controlled. 


The grove in which the disease was found is isolated by a buffer 
strip of dry-farmed land — a fact that lends strength to the theory 
that the disease was not carried by virus and that virus have not cor- 
ried the disease out of the infected area. No other suspicious trees 
have been found in groves within a five-mile radius. 

Top men from the Riverside citrus experiment station, from the 
state department of agriculture, from the county agricultural commis- 
sioner's office, from the extension service, and from the marketing as- 
sociations have made intensive studies of the Kern county situation 
and will continue to work on it. 


Meanwhile, citrus growers can only take a "wait and see" attitude, 
but at the moment, it does not appear that Quick Decline is threaten- 
ing the citrus industry of the valley as it is in Southern California. 

Right now it would appear that "the situation is well in hand", but 
it behooves citrus growers to keep a sharp eye on their trees — and if 
a tree suddenly starts to die, they had better call the agricultural com- 
missioner.
